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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner clarified his position by explaining in detail where the 
alledgedly missing claim elements could be found in the cited references. Examiner also discussed the nature of the 
encryption found in the Freenet reference, including the differences between why encryption is used in the instant 
invention vs. the prior art. With respect to Applicant's arguments via the motivation to combine the references, 
Examiner argued that the prior art discloses enough evidence to support a conclusion that all the claimed elements 
were known in the art, and one of ordinary skill in the art could have combined the elements by known techniques to 

yield predictable results, resulting in a proper determination of obviousness as per KSR v. Teleflex, 550 U.S. at , 82 

USPQ2d at 1395. Applicant agreed to consider Examiner's arguments in any future response that may be filed .
